WASHINGTON, June 7 (AP) 
~—Jet pilots of Eastern Air Lines 
said yesterday they are refusing 
to fly jets in which a Federal 
Aviation Agency inspector oc- 
cupies one of the three pilot 
seats. 

The Eastern pilots said they 
have been doing this since June 
1. Paul Abel of Alexandria, Va., 
chairman of the Eastern Pilot's 
group, said pilots of three oth- 
er airlines — American, Pan 
American and Trans World — 
have notified FAA and their 
companies that they will put the 
new practice into effect June’ 
15. 

Abel. said the Eastern pilots 
refused to fly Sunday on East- | 
ern’s inauguration of non-stop 
DC-8 service between Houston, 
Tex., and, New York City. 

The pilots said that when the 
assigned crew refused to take 
off with the FAA inspector in 
the cockpit, the airline used 
supervisory personnel. 


No Word, FAA Says. 

An FAA spokesman said, in 
reply to a _ reporter’s ‘inquiry, 
that the agency knew of no in- 
stance of refusal to fly and had 
not had any word as to the 
Eastern inaugural flight. 

The dispute is ovér the jump 
seat on the left hand side of the 
cockpit, behind the pilot. On 
some airlines this seat is oc- 
cupied by the second officer, 
but on those airlines which have 
agreed that the jets require 
three pilots, the jump seat is 
used by the third pilot. 

This also is the seat which 
the FAA flight inspector prefers 
to use, so that he can be look- 
ing over the command pilot’s 
shoulder. 

Abel said the pilots of his 
group think that it is unsafe 
to have fewer than three pilots 
in the cockpit. He said an in- 
spector is always welcome to 
use the observer’s seat. He said 
this provides a fine place from 
which to watch operations of 
the entire crew. 

The FAA is said to have sug- 
gested to the airlines that they 
reassign the paper work, radio 
duties and other crew functions 
for jets using three pilots. Abel 
said the pilots will refuse to fly 
under circumstances where they 
are required to perform unac- 
customed duties. 

Abel said FAA had notified 
the pilots that it will take ‘‘ap- 
propriate action’’ in connection 
with pilot refusals to fly. 

CAB Review Urged.

The Airline Pilots Association 
recommended yesterday that 
FAA regulations be subject to 
review, modification or revoca- 
tion. by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board. 

The recommendation—aimad at 
FAA Administrator Elwood P. 
Quesada’s recent regulation 
grounding all commercial pilots 
60 years old or 6ver—was made 
by Kay McMurray, pilot associa- 
tion president, before the Senate 
Aviation subcommittee. 

McMurray described Quesada 
as a ‘“‘czar’’ and criticized the 
60-year age limit on pilots. 

McMurray said there has nev- 
er been an accident due to aging 
and added: “Evidently, the ad- 
ministrator is so expert and has 
such arbitrary authority that he 
may take any action he desires, 
no matter how arbitrary or capri- 
cious it may be.”’ 

He submitted proposed legisla-

Despite Boasts, 
Have Been Hit 


Plane Could Not 
at 65,000 Feet— 


Rockets Can Reach That Height, but 
Accurate Guidance Is Lacking.

“THE SOVIET UNION has modern radio and technical equip- 


ment,”’ Soviet Defense Minister 
declared in an address to the 


Marshal Rodion Y. Malinovsky 
all-union Communist Labor con- 


ference May 30, ‘“‘which is capable of determining with precision 
where the aircraft has taken off, following its flight and locating 


its landing point. 


“This means,” he continued, 
“that no one will manage to es- 
Cape responsibility.”’ 

It is true that for the past 
15 years the Soviets have put 
great resources into all means 
of air defense, including inter- 
ceptors, anti - aircraft artil- 
lery, air defense guided missiles 
and an extensive radar network. 

By now a large part of the 
Soviet frontier, some 20,000 
miles, has radar detection units 
and most of the important tar- 


gets in the Soviet Union are pro- | 


tected by air defense guided 
missiles and fighters. 

The radar network is con- 
stantly being extended internal- 
ly. Lacking the extensive land 
lines of communication that cov- 
er the United States, the Soviet 


radar system is tied together | 


mostly by point-to-point, line-of- 
sight radio communications. It 
is almost impossible to intercept 
such communications from a dis- 
tance. 


NO AIRPLANE is allowed to 


fly in the Soviet Union without | 


first filing a flight plan and re- 


ceiving authorization. The com- | 


mercial airlines are commanded 
by a Soviet air marshal and use 
the same radar and flight sys- 
tems that are used by military 
aircraft. 

Any airplane wandering off 
course is intercepted and forced 
to land. In the United States 
there are thousands of unidenti- 
fied aircraft on and off the air- 
ways every day. In the Soviet 
Union there are few or none. 

In the Korean War, Soviet ra- 
dar was effective in giving warn- 
ing of the approach of American 
aircraft. But at that time it was 
not supplied with the ground con- 
trol means to direct the inter- | 
ceptors toward the approaching 
aircraft. Neither were the Soviet 
eircraft at that time equipped 
with radar sights to locate enemy 
aircraft at night or in bad 
weather. 

During World War II, Soviet 
air defenses were practically 
worthless. The anti-aircraft ar- 
tillery did not have effective 
computing and aiming systems. 
Interceptors were given a low 
priority in favor of tactical avi- 
ation to support the ground 
forces. 


GERMAN RADAR and air de- 
fense guided missile factories 
were captured, together with 
many German technicians, to- 
ward the end of World War II. 
This at once gave the Soviets a 
technical start that enabled them | 
to put their techniques almost on 
a level with those of the West 
in a short time. 

It required many years, how- 
ever, to adapt German equip- 
ment to Soviet aircraft, train 
factory and air force technicians 
and finally to build entirely new 
plants. Indeed, for some years 
after the war, electronic equip- 
ment for Soviet guided missiles 
and early warning radar con- 
tinued to be made in factories 
in Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
East Germany. 

By 1955 all the elements of an 
air defense organization had 
been built in the Soviet Union 
with thousands of trained inter- 
ceptor pilots, supersonic day in- 
terceptors in large numbers, sub- 
sonic night fighters and a com- 
prehensive early warning sys- 
tem. Toward the west, the north 
and the east the radar warning 
system was in three bands. 


AT ABOUT the same time the 
first air defense guided missiles 
became operational and air-to-air 
guided missiles were coming into 
service, Moscow in 1955 was re- 
ported to have two rings of air 
defense guided missiles around it 
of 25 and 50 miles radius, in ad- 
dition to 17 fighter airfields. 

The Air Defense Command 
(PVO) is an autonomous organ- 
jzation whose commander in 
chief, Marshal Biryuzov, is a 
deputy to Defense Minister 
Malinovsky. It controls the radar 
system, the interceptors and 
fighters and the air defense 
guided missiles. 

PVO has more than 2? re- 
xional commands spread all over 
the Soviet Union. It recently was 
estimated to have more than 


half a million well-trained per- | 


‘take over in any threatened area 
‘and make use of all the army 
‘and air force or naval person- 
nel there, regardless of the com- 
mand they may belong to. 

In spite of Malinovsky’s boasts 
and threats, the Soviet warning 
and air defense system is far 
from perfect. Soviet radar is not 
effective at the altitudes at which 
the U-2 ordinarily flies. The U-2 
was hit, if it was hit, at 37,000 
feet and not at 65,000 as the 
Soviets said. 


| THE SOVIET guided air de- 
'fense rockets are able to reach 
the necessary height, but radar 
diffusion at that altitude pre- 
vents accurate enough guidance 
to hit the targets even though 
they are being tracked. 

| The two principal Soviet air 
defense guided missiles are in- 
ferior to the American Nike-Ajax 
and Nike-Hercules. The latter 
has about 40 miles more range 
ithan its Soviet counterpart and 
‘is believed to be much more 
accurate and reliable. 


It is reported that a greatly 
improved guided air defense 
‘missile has been developed in 
the Soviet Union, with a range 
of 100 miles or more, infrared 
guidance and infrared homing. 
There is no evidence that it is 
operational yet. 

Even though the vast Soviet 
radar complex is_ ineffective 
against aircraft at very high 
altitudes, it serves an invaluable 
purpose in a police state. It 
prevents any unauthorized flights 
by pilots within the Soviet Union 
and makes it hard for defectors 
to escape.

WASHINGTON. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT vote 
in Vice President Nixon’s pre- 
convention maneuvering takes 
place in California today. If by 
any chance he should not go 
over big in his home state, then 
the forces of Gov. Nelson Rock- 
efeller would get significant im- 
petus for displacing Nixon at 
Chicago in July. That is why 
Nixon is working so hard to see 
that this does not happen. 

To this end, as much prepara- 
tion has gone into the Nixon pri- 
mary in California as if he were 
running against an opponent. 
Five public relations firms have 
been retained to drum up votes, 
and the interesting fact is that 
the so-called ‘‘grass roots clubs 
for Nixon” are actually being 
run out of these public rela- 
tions offices. There’s nothing” 
very grassy about them. 

The Vice President has always 
gone in heavily for public rela- 
tions, but never so much as dur- 
ing the current campaign. 


DOWN IN SAN DIEGO, two 
public relations firms—Champ, 
Wilson and Slocum, with Arm- 
strong, Fenton, and Vinson—or- 
ganized the ‘‘grass roots’’ for 
Nixon, Congressman Bob Wil- 
son, a member of one firm, is 
also running for re-election, and, 
although he doesn’t mean to, is 
indirectly financing a_ certain 
amount of Democratic advertis- 
ing.

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Too Much Campaign 


The chairman. of the Democratic and Re- 
publican National Committees can perform a 
public service by giving serious attention to 
the proposal that they take steps to reduce 
the time now devoted to presidential cam- 
paigning. Specifically, the chairmen have 
been asked to help place two rules before the 
July conventions for adoption: One, that no 
delegate would be seated at the 1964 conven- 
tions if he was selected before June 1, 1964, 
and two, that the 1964 conventions be held 
after Aug. 1. 

The purpose of the proposal, made by John 
A. Wells and indorsed by the Committee to 
Inform the Voters, Inc., is to bring order and 
reason into modern campaigning. 

. * . 


Mr. Wells makes a good case. He notes 
that campaigning for 1960 primaries began 
last November, although the first such elec- 
tion, in New Hampshire, was not held until 
March. By the end of the primary season, 
he points out, the campaigners and their 
staffs are exhausted and their financial sup- 
porters drained. This was exemplified in West 
Virginia. Senator Humphrey, who lost to 
Senator Kennedy, felt unable to request more 
funds from some of his backers because he 
knew he would have to call on them again 
for support in his Minnesota campaign. 

Further arguments against extended pri- 
mary campaigning are listed by Mr. Wells: 
Officeholders who might be presidential can- 
didates cannot take time from their official 
duties; reporters exhaust the news before the 
significant period of the campaign begins; the 
people “grow so inexpressibly weary of the 
Niagara of words, polls, guesses, forecasts, 
charges and countercharges” that they tend to 
seek escape from the presidential campaign 
and goodly numbers end up by not voting; 
world opinion is dismayed at the long process, 
and the efficient operation of the government 
may be impaired. 

Mr. Wells may be overly optimistic in set- 
ting his sights on 1964, but a beginning could 
well be made this vear. The conventions 
could at least establish a policy as part of the 
party platforms. Fourteen states now hold 
primaries to select convention delegates be- 
fore June 1: although there might be alterna- 
tives, as a practical matter the state legisla- 
tures probably would have to reset the pri- 
mary dates. Other states choose delegates by 
different methods. 

~ . _ 

The June 1 date was suggested because it 
appeared the most practical. It would have 
the effect of limiting most of the campaigning 
to May and would allow five months of post- 
primary activity up to election day in No- 
vember. The period might be shortened later, 
but there are objections to mid-summer pri- 
maries because of vacation and _ other 
considerations. 

The conventions might also consider reso- 
lutions introduced by Representative John S. 
Monagan, a Connecticut Democrat, in- the 
House last January. Mr. Monagan would 
limit costly post-convention campaigning by 
forcing the parties to hold their conventions 
later: no person could serve as president who 
was nominated more than 60 days before elec- 
tion day. The parties can hold their conven- 
tions whenever they desire, although they 
must take into account state laws for certify- 
ing candidates. The historical dates have 
been June or July, but in 1956 both parties 
wanted a short campaign and held their con- 
ventions the latter part of August. Intensive 
campaigning traditionally begins on Labor 
Davy. 

Mounting costs of campaigning, combined 
with such advances as television and the air- 
plane, in addition to the demonstrated false 
importance of the primaries, should commend 
these suggestions to politicians of both parties. 
Eventual improvement seems almost inevita- 
ble; a start can be made now. 


Fair Solution 


Chief of Police Curtis Brostron has found 
an equitable solution, under the circumstances, 
to the problem created by the arrest and de- 
tention of two young men solely because they 
resembled two alleged robbers. Under Mis- 
souri statutes the records of such arrests 
cannot be destroyed, so Mr. Brostron will 
move them from criminal to correspondence 
files. This is probably the best that can be 
done under the law as it stands, but perhaps 
Missourians need to ask themselves whether 
the law cannot be improved. The chief at- 
tributes the arrests to an “‘organizational de- 
fect” and has taken steps to correct it. If 
the incident helps to prevent further mistaken 
arrests, perhaps this case will have served 
a purpose. 


The Class of °60 


June has brought another graduation sea- 
son. ‘The Academic Festival Overture” is 
being played preliminary to commencement 
addresses. These, including President Eisen- 
hower’s at Notre Dame, seem to be in the 
time-hallowed tradition which deplores a too 
crass selfishness, and sounds the call to public 
service. 

According to the advertisements for watches, 
fountain pens and other June gift merchan- 
dise, the members of the Class of ’60 in their 
new hoods look rather like all their predeces- 
sors. As a matter of fact, did not most 
classes take on special characteristics only 
after leaving the ivied halls and entering what 
on Commencement Day always is called “the 
world’? 

For example, the Class of °17 became dis- 
tinguishable from the rest only when it 
switched from “Alma Mater” to “Goodby, 
Broadway! Hello, France.” Didn’t F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s bunch become the jazz genera- 
tion after going from classroom to speakeasy? 
A decade later, during the Depression, the 
change came when graduates became door- 
to-door salesmen. And so on. 

This vear’s crop, however, is different, ac- 
cording to the A.P. man who went to New 
Haven, and then put on the wire his appraisal 
of the graduates of Yale and the other col- 
leges. ‘This unofficial class prophet said: 

They are highly intelligent, aware, in- 
formed, intense, realistic, capable of turning 

a cold hard Jjight on themselves and the 

world. (There’s that word!) They are cyni- 

cal but responsible. They are concerned but 
not committed. They question but they sus- 
pect people with answers. 

Would any 1960 graduate have written that 
about his fellows? Or is the A.P. man an old 
grad, influenced by what he encountered after 
entering the world? Still, he gets support 
from the Rev. William Sloan Coffin, dean of 
the Yale divinity school: “In other days the 
truth was easier to come by. Today’s issues 


u 


are far more complicated. Examining them 
requires more sophistication and that often 
kills enthusiasm for crusades. The danger is 
that the best educated will be the least active.” 

If so, this is bad news, and we had better 
think again about raising money to enlarge 
our colleges. But we refuse to prejudge the 
Class of 60. We have a notion that it. will 
prove as good as any. So we only say: Con- 
gratulations, and good luck! 


The Ghost of the B-70 


The folly of the great bomber gamble 
which the Administration took last December 
when it dropped the B-70 program is becom- 
ing more apparent. The testimony which 
Gen. Thomas D. White gave to the House 
Space Committee summarizes some of the 
principal points which are being made. Com- 
ing from the Air Force chief of staff they 
have the ring of validity. 

The B-70, designed to fly much higher and 
four times faster than the U-2 which pene- 
trated 1300 miles into Soviet Russia, undoubt- 
edly would present a far more difficult target 
than did the spy plane. In urging full restora- 
tion of the B-70 program, Gen. White said 
that this point alone justified the big bomber 
as a weapons system. Further, in this day 
when electronic machinery can and does fail, 
the manned plane is a weapon responsive to 
human direction. It can be recalled, delayed 
or withheld. Once a ballistic missile is off 
the launching pad it cannot be called back. 

The 2000-mile-an-hour B-70 also could be 
developed as a troop carrier and as a recon- 
naissance plane for conventional warfare. 
But budget considerations led to the scrap- 
ping of all but two of the 60 B-70s that were 
planned. These two prototypes will be noth- 
ing but flying platforms devoid of advanced 
fire control, communications and counter-radar 
equipment that were planned. Gen. White 
testified that it would take $285,000,000 just 
to regain ground lost in the cutback. 

There has been too much chopping of de- 
fense and space projects for budgetary rea- 
sons. The Vega rocket was cut from the 
NASA program last December to save funds. 
The atomie-powered plane has suffered from 
one cutback after another. The Dyna-Soar, 
which would operate as a piloted ballistic 
missile in outer space lost a year before as- 
surance last month of the funds it requires. 

There is still time for the Senate to restore 
the B-70 program. The B-70 could add so 
significantly to our deterrent power in a time 
of pressing need that restoration is imperative. 


Evading the Nursing Home Law 


Dr. Henry M. Hardwicke’s disclosure that 
the Missouri nursing home law of 1957 is 
being evaded should deeply concern every- 
one who recalls the Katie Jane Nursing Home 
fire, and we should think that would be just 
about every Missourian. The deputy state 
health director says “‘boarding” houses for 
the elderly are coming into existence to evade 
the licensing requirements respecting fire 
safety, sanitation and nuirition. 

Certainly the Legislature should put an end 
to this dodge when it convenes in January. 
But that is seven months off, and we wonder 
whether the State Health Division meanwhile 
could not apply the existing statutes liberally, 
letting the so-called boarding homes prove, if 
they can, that they can successfully get around 
the law. Missouri wants no repetition of the 
holocaust that took 72 lives at Warrenton 
three years ago. 


Forwarding Address 


The new United States note to Cuba ac- 
cuses the Castro government of lying, violat- 
ing international law, and conducting a “cam- 
paign of slander’ to create hatred of the 
United States. This is the strongest psycho- 
logical counterattack mounted by this coun- 
try against Castro. And since the note came 
just after Russian Premier Khrushchev ac- 
cepted an invitation to visit Cuba, an infer- 
ence might be drawn that the invitation 
prompted the note. 

We doubt that the Khrushchev visit had 
anything to do with it. The State Department 
says it did not. There is no reason for this 
country to object to international visitors else- 
where. But there is reason to answer the 
propaganda tour of South America by Cuban 
President Dorticos, as the State Department 
suggests, and that likely is the main reason 
for the note. 

United States policy toward Fidel Castro 
so far has been directed toward sympathetic 
understanding throughout Latin America. By 
the policy of patience, by avoiding provoca- 
tion, by depriving Castro of any real basis 
for his charges, the United States has offered 
restraint in Cuba as an answer to the myth 
of American imperialism. 

Nevertheless, President Dorticos has been 
Saying in Argentina, Uruguay and Brazil that 
the United States is guilty of deliberate ag- 
gressions, whereas Cuba is free of Commu- 
nism, devoted to press freedom and engaged 
in good relations with the Catholic Church. 
There is little truth on either side of this dou- 
ble view. The Castro government has insulted 
the United States beyond reason, failed to 
pay for expropriated properties, crushed the 
free press and met criticism from the church. 

Yet Mr. Dorticos is playing on an old theme 
that may evoke a response from biased or un- 
informed Latin Americans. The repeated dis- 
tortion is a totalitarian technique but it is not 
ineffective. Consequently the Cuban propa- 
ganda has to be answered. The United States 
note was sent to Havana, but it was addressed 
to all of Latin America. 


Sound and Safe 

A group of state officials acting as the 
Governor's Co-ordinating Committee for Traf- 
fic Safety recommends a series of measures 
for making driving safer in Missouri. Two 
proposals at least ought to have priority in 
the next Legislature. One would establish a 
point system for grading traffic violations, 
and the other would require a jail sentence 
for driving while a driver’s license is sus- 
pended or revoked. 

Several states have proved that the point 
system is the fairest means of judging wheth- 
er a driver's record shows he is competent to 
drive. And if the license itself is a judgment 
on such fitness, there is no excuse for merely 
fining a person who drives when his license 
has been taken away. Both recommendations 
have the support of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri. Both ought to have the support of 
every legislator who recognizes that a driver’s 
license is not only a permit for motoring, but 
also a means for removing unsafe drivers 
from the highways.

One of the requirements of such a 
life has been freedom from responsi- 
bility. 

Founders and administrators. of 
universities have struggled through the 
years to provide places where young 
men, and more recently young women, 
and young men and women together, 
would be free—in a way they can 
never be free again—to explore, before 
they settle on the way their lives are 
to be lived. 

This freedom once, as a matter 
of course, included freedom from do- 
mestic responsibilities—from the obli- 
gation ty wife and children or to hus- 
band and children. 

Should we move so far away from 
the past that all young people, whether 
in college, in technical school, or as 
apprentices, expect to be married and,

THE LORE AND LANGUAGE OF 
SCHOOLCHILDREN, by Iona and 
Peter Opie. (Oxford, 417 pgs. $8.) 


Children are still saying ‘“‘King’s X”’ 
when they want to declare themselves 
temporarily immune to the rules in a 
game or a fight. They still hook little 
fingers, say a rhyme and make a wish 
when they have accidentally said 
something in unison. And they still 
“stamp” white horses, or, to fill an 
obvious gap, cars with one headlight. 
Or at least they are still doing these 
things here in the Ozarks and over in 
the British Isles, where this book was 
compiled. 


Adults don’t teach these things to 
children. They pass them on to one 
another and some of them have been 
thus transmitted through centuries and 
have spread all over the world. 

The authors found that, in spite of 
the seemingly all-pervasive effect of 
the mass media, only 3 per cent of 
the items they collected reflected this 


partially or wholly, to be supported 
by parents and society while they com- 
plete their training for this complex 
world? May it not be a new barbarism 
to force them to marry so soon? 

‘Force’ is the right word, The 
mothers who worry about boys and 
girls who don’t begin dating in high 
school start the process. By the time 
young people reach college, pressuring 
parents are joined by college adminis- 
trators, by advisers and counselors 
and deans, by student-made_ rules 
about exclusive possession of a girl 
twice dated by the same boy, by the 
preference of employers for a boy who 
has demonstrated a tenacious intention 
of becoming a settled married man. 


And parents push their children at 
ever younger ages, in Little Leagues 
and eighth-grade proms, to act out— 
quickly, before it is too late—the adult 
dreams that may be interrupted. 


Undergraduate marriages have not 
been part of American life long enough 
for us to be certain what the effect 
will be. But two ominous trends can 
be noted. 


One is the ‘‘successful’’ student mar- 
riage, often based on a _ high-school 
choice which both sets of parents have 
applauded because it assured an ap- 
propriate mate with the right back- 
ground, and because it made the young 
people settle down. 

Such a marriage is a premature im- 
prisonment of young people, before 
they have had a chance to explore 
their own minds and the minds of 
others, in a kind of desperate, devoted 
symbiosis. 

The second kind of undergraduate 
marriage is more tragic. Here, the 
marriage is based on the boy’s prom- 
ise and the expendability of the girl. 
She, at once or at least as soon as she 
gets her bachelor’s degree, will go to 
work at some secondary job to support 
her husband while he finishes his de-

Married students, making full 
use of their opportunities as under- 
graduates, would have the right to ac- 
cept from society this extra time to 
become more intellectually competent 
people. 

But even this solution should be ap- 
proached with caution. It may be that 
any domesticity takes the edge off the 
eager, flaming curiosity on which we 
must depend for the great steps that 
Man must take, and quickly, if living 
things are to continue on earth.

ate and under-privileged dwellers to 
the cost of other sections. 

St. Louis cannot progress on a half- 
segregated basis. How ironic and 
awkward to have scores of busses roll- 
ing each school day into South St.

NEW YORK, June 7—In the 
little band of wilful men who 
own baseball, Tom Yawkey has 
stood for 30 years as an ex- 
ample of capitalistic virtue. 
The owner of the Red Sox is 
a fan who has put millions of 
his own into the game, thirst- 
ing for championships and no 
doubt hoping wistfully for 
profits, but always ready to 
settle for less. 

Indeed, outside of one pen- 
nant 14 years ago, the chief 
return on his investment has 
been the privilege of taking 
batting practice in a real ball 
park. Maybe he doesn’t do 
it any more, but is used to 
be that after a game was over 
and the customers had quit 
Fenway Park, the club presi- 
dent would pull on sweatshirt 
and flannel rompers and get 
Johnny Orlando, the clubhouse 
man, to pitch while he stood 
at the plate aiming line drives 
at the left fieid wall. It made 
a charming tableau, the hap- 
piest millionaire at play. 

Yawkey has a reputation as 
a fair and generous employer, 
not only among players but all 
through his organization from 
the executive offices to the 
province of Tommy McCarthy, 
the matchless maitre de press- 


x. 

In fact, he has been hailed 
80 often as a model of sports- 
manship in a company of car- 
petbaggers that he had called 
to mind that ancient Greek 
who was banished from Athens 
because the people wearied of 
hearing him called ‘“‘The Just.” 
Just the same, it was strictly 
in character when Yawkey 
sprang to the defense of his 
manager, Bill Jurges, the 
other day, and he is rightly 
applauded for it. 


A Stand-Up Guy 


As a rule, nothing marks a 
manager for extinction more 
surely than a ‘‘vote of confi- 
dence’ from the front office. 
On the basis of Yawkey’s 
established form, however, this 
case appears to be a bona fide 
exception. One can only believe 
Yawkey meant it when he said 
he had no intention of firing 
Jurges, because the Red Sox 
were a “lousy” team for whom 


no manager should be re- 
sponsible. 
It is, of course, standard 


practice in baseball to make 
the manager the scapegoat for 
the poor judgment, inefficiency, 
parsimony or bad luck of the 
Organization charged with pro- 
viding talent. It is unfair and 
unreasonable, and in this in- 
stance it would also be out- 
rageous, because even a total 
stranger passing through Scotts- 
dale, Ariz., last March could 
recognize for what it was the 


bloodless crew in_ rehearsal 
there. 
Naturally, Jurges gets no 


guarantee of a life tenure. No 
manager expects that. Even 
Connie Mack fired himself 
after half a century, and he 
was free to admit that only 
rank favoritism in the front 
office enabled him to hold the 
job as long as he did. 

Soon or later circumstances 
will dictate a change with the 
Red Sox. Apparently Yawkey 
is not going to make a fall 
guy out of Jurges for inability 
to accomplish the impossible.

Just banished from Boston, 
salud, skaal, prosit.

“Aloha!” they said. Smack. “Aloha!” Smooch. 

This worked out very well in the old days—when 
the big day every two weeks was Boat Day. On that 
day, the Lurline sailed in with a thousand new un- 
kissed tourists and took a thousand sun-kissed people 
back to the main land. Now with the jet airplane, 
the kisser’s job is ten-fold. 


United Air flies 10 flights a week into Paradise. 

Pan American has 18 planes each kissing week. 

Add the Qantas flights to and from Australia; Canadian 
Pacific planes; Northwest, Japan Air Lines and Flying Tigers, 
the charters and the nonskeds. 

Each jet carries 115 unkissed (but willing) passengers. 

It is enough to put a fat lip on the most conscientious 
kisser. 

“No kisser can work a straight eight-hour day,” said Gus 
Guslander, who runs the new King Kamehameha Hotel on the 
Big Island. ‘We are going to have to work out new shifts.” 

For the first time, I came into Honolulu this time un- 
kissed.

She'll Trade Fads 
For Square Meal 


A FRIEND OF MINE told me of a pair she knew who 
gave up all butter, cream and other animal fats as soon as 
the medical investigators hit on the theory that diets rich 
in fat might be responsible for the high cholesterol blood 
level believed to contribute 
to heart attacks. This 
couple went all out in 
their efforts and began 
buying bread spreads and 
cooking oils at a special 
health food shop to be sure 
they contained only corn 
oil or whatever the ap- 
proved substance happened 
to be. 

I thought of this pair 
with pity and sympathy 
when I read the recént 
news item headlined, 
‘High Protein Linked With 
Heart Attacks.’’ The story 
detailed the report of Dr. 
Broda A. Barnes, Denver 
researcher, who had been 
working on a theory just 
the opposite of the one 
which was coming to be 
accepted. In his experi- 
ments, patients on the favored high protein diet increased 
their cholesterol content; those on a diet of egg yolks, cream 
and butter showed a decrease. I sighed a sigh for the corn 
oil couple as I slathered butter on my toast and sloshed 
cream in my coffee. For the first time in months I didn’t 
feel guilty.

But sad as I felt for this couple, I feel even sadder 
for all of us. If our era in history ever merits a 
name it is likely to be known as the age of hypo- 
chondria, tossed and torn as we are by one “‘scien- 
tifically proven” theory after another. 


A newly released book, ‘‘Medicine Today,” by Marguerite 
Clark (Funk & Wagnalls) points up some of the confusion 
which has been created among reducing dieters, who spend 
an estimated $100,000,000 yearly on special food, drink, drugs, 
books, vibrators, and health courses, and on the do-it-yourself- 
doctors who read a scientific report and then serve as their 
Own guinea pig in interpreting it. 

Dr. Irvine H. Page, heart and high blood pressure 
specialist, is quoted as saying, “I’m against this frantic 
non-fat dieting on the. part of well people . . . normal, healthy 
American people should be extremely wary about changing 
diets, or eliminating or heavily decreasing the amount of fat 
they eat.”’ 


Fat isn’t the only thing, of course. For a while 
sugar was the culprit, responsible for all our ills. 
Then someone, maybe a candy manufacturer, invented 
the term ‘‘quick energy.”” Now you can excuse your 
lapse from the dieter’s code and scoop sugar. in your 
afternoon tea simply by explaining glibly, ‘Quick 
energy.” 


First spinach was good, then bad, and I haven’t checked 
On its current status. Exercise was out but now it’s in. 
The only thing that’s remained constant is ‘‘tension.”’ That’s 
bad consistently. Yet it hasn’t occurred to any of the scien- 
tific researchers that the tension may be caused by worry 
over what we should or shouldn't eat. 

Wouldn’t it be wonderful if we could sit down at a dinner 
table at a party once again and have not only the women 
but even the men ignore any talk of diet or food fads? 
Wouldn’t it be heavenly if we could go back to just eating— 
maybe a little less if we're fat, a little more if we're thin 
—and stop talking about it and analyzing the lethal effects 
of every mouthfu!? 

Remember how good food used to taste? It still could.

Choking Spells 


*‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“WHEN A PERSON has a choking spell (having got a 
crumb of bread or cake in his windpipe) is it proper to hit 
him between the shoulders? We were brought up to think 
that was the thing to do, but I have heard since that it isn’t 
good. Which is right? i Fe Fae 

With the example you cite—a crumb of bread or cake— 
whacking on the back wouldn’t be likely to do any harm. The 
crumb is soft and readily dissolves or is broken up. 


It’s a different story if the object is larger and 
hard, say a nut, bread, bone or some such thing. 
In that case pounding on the back can cause the 
victim to gasp and inhale—thus jamming the obstruc- 
tion deeper into the windpipe. Above all, never poke 
a finger into the person’s throat; you may push the 
object down against the larynx and shut off the breath 
entirely, 


And picking a child up by the heels, or otherwise turning 
him upside down, is not without danger. If the object is in 
the windpipe, it can move against the larynx with the same 
result—shutting off the breath. 

Most of these choking spells are the result of something 
deep in the throat, but not in the windpipe. Coughing is the 
automatic means of clearing the throat. Let the person cough; 
eventually he will usually expel whatever is there. 

However, a slight touch of panic usually prevails. Some- 
body has to “do something,’’ and there you are. Actually, the 
less that is done, the better. 


If continued coughing and choking give reason to 
believe that the object, whatever it is, remains stuck 
in the throat or windpipe, the proper course is to 
have the victim examined with a bronchoscope—and 
you'd be amazed at some of the things fished out of 
people by this means. The point is, of course, that with 
a bronchoscope the doctor can see what he is doing. 
He can avoid the risk of jamming the object against 
the larynx or otherwise shifting it so the victim can 
get no air at all. 


One of the worst things to inhale remains the ordinary 
peanuts, but we’ll all be better off if we don’t try to eat ’em 
while running, or talking, or laughing. A peanut is small 
enough to get down in dangerous territory, big enough to be 
an awful nuisance. and it won't dissolve or soften. A doctor, 
over the years, gets pretty used to extracting peanuts from 
throats and windpipes. 

By the way: Be especially careful with small children. 
My own rule is never to give them peanuts. Most of them 
are so fond of peanut butter that keeping the whole nuts 
away from them is no great deprivation. 


R. E.: Yes, thumb-sucking is a habit. If it persists, it 
can be hard to break, like any habit. Usually it’s a hangover 


from some feeling of worry or insecurity. To. a little child. 


it apparently is comforting. When it continues to the age of 
12. it has gone on much too long. I'd have the dentist take 
a look to see if the teeth are being forced out of position, 
and discuss with your physician whether a psychiatrist can 
help. The boy should be convinced that he must stop.

Third in a series from the 
autobiography of Clinton An- 
derson, Chief of Police in Bev- 
erly Hills, Calif.

OF COURSE, men are not the 
only criminals in Beverly Hills 
and women are not the only vic- 
tims of love swindlers in Beverly 
Hills Wealthy men, even some 
smart fortune-hunters whose 
background is known to the po- 
lice, have often been duped by 
unscrupulous females. 

One millionaire, who built up 
his wealth by a series of fortu- 
nate marriages, was victimized 
by a girl friend who tried to ob- 
tain money from him by a false 
accusation. She sued on behalf 
of her ‘‘unborn child’’ for a por- 
tion of his $300,000 annual _in- 
come, charging that he was the 
father. She also claimed he had 
hired thugs to beat her up. A 
police investigation disproved her 
story, and, when no child was 
born after waiting a respectable 
number of months, the suit was 
ruled out of court. 

Mrs. Vivian Lingle, loaded 
with personality and a_ police 
record, was a big-time operator 
in Beverly: Hills social circles 
Her ability to organize ‘‘bene- 
fits’’ with prominent women as 
fund-raisers was really astonish- 
ing. 

She had the brass of a_ bur- 
glar. One time when we refused 
her a permit, under terms of a 
city ordinance which requires 
charity solicitors to register, she 
made a dramatic appearance be- 
fore the City Council and raised 
Cain. Yet her scheme was just 
another racket in which the dol- 
lars would go to her, and the 
pennies to charity. 

She had been identified with 
money-raising projects for many 
years, when she made her Bev- 
eriy Hills debut during World 
War II with the Women’s Emer- 
gency Corps. The group formally 
disbanded in 1946, but Mrs. Lin- 
gle kept right on using its name. 
In 1953 she sought to raise money 
“for wounded veterans of the 
Korean war and their families,” 
by selling chances on a high- 
priced automobile. She had 
stacks of tickets printed, listing 
the Women’s Emergency Corps 
as sponsor. With the help of her 
Beverly Hills society volunteers, 
she sold several thousand of 
them at $1 each. However, the 
police found she had no arrange- 
ment to get and award the high- 
priced automobile. 

After we arrested Mrs. Lin- 
gle, we discovered she had 
forged the name of Mrs. Alice 
Cooper, mother of Gary Coop- 
er, in indorsing and cashing 
checks which had been sent to 
the defunct Women’s Emer- 
gency Corps. Among these, too, 
were contributions from Bing 
Crosby and Ronald Colman. 
We found 10,000 more tickets 
for the automobile in the apart- 
ment of her partner. Their ex- 
pense on this little deal, which 
netted more than $6000 before 
the police stepped in, was $50. 

Mrs. Lingle was not shy about 
approaching car dealers. Know- 
ing that there were many veter- 
ans recovering from wounds in 
nearby military hospitals, she 
talked dealers into lending new 
cars to give the veterans rides. 
Some dealers waited as long as 
two months for the cars to be 
returned, then had to find her 
and take back their property. 
But nobody could have her ar- 
rested, because she had permis- 
sion to use the Cars. 

Nothing was too good for the 
veterans—or Mrs. Lingle. She 
established a nice apartment 
which, she said, was for the use 
of returning war ‘veterans and 
their long-separated wives. She 
prevailed on _ Beverly Hills 
women to furnish and equip the 
place in fine style, and then lived 
in it herself. She invited the 
donors in for parties at which 
liquor and champagne flowed, 
and raised more money to keep 
the scheme going. 

She lived high for several years 
on money she collected for vet- 
erans. After her arrest, she faced

a prison sentence. The day she 
was to appear in court, she was 
found a suicide. 

We now screen all fund-raising 
projects through a Social Welfare 
Committee to prevent unscrupu- 
lous individuals from victimizing 
our citizens. Every year since 
the committee has been in ex- 
istence, the number of applica- 
tions for permits has declined. 
Applicants know that extensive 
investigation will be made before 
a permit is granted, and our in- 
vestigators have uncovered many 
rackets 

One slick deal we exposed 
was a ‘Veterans’ Post,”’ or- 
gan‘zed by half-a-dozen men 
who went into the salvage busi- 
ness, temporarily, picking up a 
nice haul of discarded furni- 
ture and clothing from well-to- 
do homes. The ‘post’ also 
sold tickets for a benefit dance 
for hospitalized veierans, but 
all the ligitimate veterans re- 
ceived from this scheme was 
two small radio sets. 

Another scheme was dreamed 
up by a man and his wife who 
collected funds to care for old 
dogs who had outlived their use- 
fulness They charged _ their 
clients $25 each to make a home 
for the family pet during its de- 
clining years. This racket was 
particularly good in Beverly Hills 
where some 3500 dogs live in lux- 
ury. To convince customers of 
their genuine love for pets, the 
man and wife were active lead- 
ers in an anti-vivisection cam- 
paign in Southern California. 
What was wrong with their own 
dog-saving project was that after 
collecting the dogs and fees, they 
took the dogs to a neighboring 
city, where they disposed of them 
either by sale or by turning them 
in at the city pound. 

Con men have something for 
everybody, and this one got the 
doz lovers until the police found 
out about it. Nobody dares raise 
his voice against man’s best 
friend, as a nationally famous 
actor realized recently when he 
called headquarters to complain 
about a barking dog that was 
keeping him awake. Please 
make him shut up—but don’t use 
my name!”’ he said. ‘I’m a pub- 
lic figure and I’ve got to love 
dogs!” 

After 30 years on the force I 
have learned most of the tricks 
of con men. They continue to 
flourish in spite of the many 
warnings which the police de- 
partment and the Better Business 
Bureau give the public. 

The late Elmer Perry and his 
Beverly Hills Athletic Club were 
a police problem for several 
years. Perry was a smooth op- 
erator. A professional gambler, 
he established the club as a front 
for his illegal activities. He pro- 
vided it with a good front by con- 
triving to get civic, fraternal and 
religious organizations to use the 
main rooms of the club for nomi- 
nal fees. 

In the back, he ran a big-time 
gambling operation, frequented 
by such men as Bugsy Siegel 
and Al Smiley, and the club was 
also a contact spot for the gam- 
bling ship, Lux, which the late 
Tony Cornero operated offshore. 
There naturally was some min- 
gling of guests front and back. 
On one occasion, at the annual 
dinner of a respectable civic or-

ganization, somebody started a 
crap game and two “‘ringers,’’ 
both experienced gamblers, got 
all the cash. The unsuspecting 
guests didn’t realize they had 
been taken until it became a 
police case. 

We learned about such doings 
when a victim complained to us. 
We watched the club and raided 
it on a night when Perry had a 
big game going in the back room. 
The arrests netted us 1] persons 
with police records, and we 
found that two of the players 
were members of the old Purple 
Gang in Detroit 

Perry was found guilty, but 
he never gave up in his cam- 
paign to win influential public 
support. Each year when a 
new City Council took office, 
Perry would appear before it 
and complain of police harass- 
ment of his harmless social 
club. 

When we tried to take away 
Perry’s liquor license by notify- 
ing the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion of his sinister activities, he 
fought this move with letters of 
glowing recommendation from 
service clubs and political and 
religious groups which used the 
premises for their meetings. We 
were

STRANGE THINGS HAPPEN 
in bridge, as witness this deal 
which occurred in a_ rubber 
bridge game. The bidding was 
spirited, as well it might be 
under the particular circum- 
stances, North going to six 
clubs as a sacrifice against the 
vulnerable five spade bid (which 
would have gone down one). 

West innocently opened the 
king of spades and South went 
to town to make the contract. 
He ruffed the spade in dummy 
and led a club to the ace. 

Declarer then played the ace 
and another heart, and when 
West played low, finessed the 
ten. On the K-Q-8 of hearts he 
discarded his three diamond 
losers, West ruffing the last 
heart for his side’s only trick. 

East was somewhat aggrieved 
that the opponents should make 
a doubled slam contract, con- 
sidering that East had two aces 
and West had made a vulnerable 
takeout double. Nor did he fail 
to point out, in select verbiage, 
that a diamond lead would have 
have defeated the contract two 
tricks. 

We grant that West might have 
opened a diamond, in view of 
his spade length and East's 
persistent spade bidding, but it 
can be added in fairness that a 
diamond lead is much easier to 
find after the hand is over than 
in actual combat.

Soviet U.N. Proposal 


NEW YORK, June 7. 

IT WAS INTERESTING NEWS that the Soviets have pre- 
sented a program for disarmament which includes a United 
Nations police force and U.N. inspection. On the surface, it 
would seem that they have come a long way toward meeting 
our original desires. 

Of course, to present this program and then to attack 
President Eisenhower in the way Mr. Khrushchev did makes 
very little sense, unless he is trying to prove to his people 
at home that in presenting such a program he is doing it in 
the interests of the U.S.S.R. and not from any consideration 
for the West. 

I cannot help but wish that we might have been the ones 
to present a program for consideration by the U.N. and the 
world. Again we will be in the position of criticizing, and one 
can only hope that our criticism will be constructive. 


I SEE THAT Secretary of Defense Thomas L. Gates Jr., 
at the Senate hearing, said that President Eisenhower had 
taken responsibility for the U-2 incident on the advice of his 
aides. Strange advice this. I used to hear it said that the 
President was never to take the blame for anything. 

That was one of the unwritten rules of all those who 
served in the Government under the President. They knew 
from the very beginning that whatever advice they gave, if 
anything went wrong they were to blame—never the President. 
And even if he acted without their auvice, whoever had any- 
thing to do with the incident—whatever it might be—accepted 
the blame; the President was never allowed to take it. 

A change seems to have come about. Whether it is a good 
one or a bad one I do not know, but I think on the whole the 
old way may have been the wiser.
